NOTE OF DISSENT BY THE HON’BLE SIR BIJAY CHAND MAHTAB, 
K.0.8.1, K.CLE, LoM, MAHARAJADHIRAJA BAHADUR OF 
BURDWAN. 


I sign the Report subject to my dissent in respect of the following 
provisions :— 


and ex- 2. I dissent from the view taken by the Government in respect of the scope 
theAct. awd extent of this Act. In my opinion, it cannot be and should not Be 
enforced in the Treaty estates, as the Government did not reserve its right to 
legislate in such areas when it entered into Treaty-Engagements with the 
proprietors thereof. 1 need not repeat the arguments which 1 have adduced 
in support of my view, as they have already been incorporated in Paper No. 9; 
but, I wish it to be distinctly understood that all the suggestions that I have 
made and all the amendments that I have proposed and which have been 
accepted, were for the purpose of making the agrarian law as perfect as 
possible, which as a Member of the Council, it was my duty to see to, and for 
the interest of the general body of the landlords apart from all personal consi- 
derations. It is on these very considerations that I have assented to the other 
clauses of the Bill as being of necessity in a complete agrarian Oode. I do 
not thereby yield the rights which | have claimed in my memorial, and I am 
still of opinion that the provisions of this Act cannot apply to the Killajat 
estates dealt with in section 35 of Regulation XII of 1805. My association 
with the Select Committee and all that I have done as a member of that 
Committee shall not therefere be so construed as to prevent me from referring 
this matter of the status of Killajat estates ina Court of Justice should I so 


wish to do. 


3. I differ from the Committee in the matter ot inserting a new 
clause 25A in the Kill, As, in the absence of a custom or usage to the 
contrary, occupancy holdings are not transferable, it would have been better 
to leave such transfers to be decided under clause 246, as in the Bengal 
Tenancy Act, than to have made any express provision for them. It consti- vim ot 1886.

NOTE OF DISSENT BY THE HON’BLE BABU HRISHIKESH LAHA, 


I po not approve of the Bill as a whole, and strongly object to the many 
‘material changes which it proposes to make in the substantive law in respect 
of the rights in land. The Bill has undergone material alterations at the hands 
of the Select Committee, but its cardinal principles remain unchanged, The 
eA position of the zamindars has been made worse than it was before, by the 
introduction of communul rights in land, and in many respects even-handed 
justice has not been done between the zamindars and thie tenants. I do not 

ropose to discuss all the contentious clauses of the Bill, but shall generally 
touch upon those which will materially affect the interests of the zamindars

3. In clause 49 it is stated that ‘‘a proprietor’s private lands when they 
are held by a tenant on a lease for a term of years, or on a lease from year to 
year ” shovid be exempted from the right of occupancy; but what would be 
the position of the proprietor if his land were held by a tenant on a verbal 
contract or by a raiyat who refused to execute a lease? It is not the intention 
of the Bill to convert such lands into occupancy-holdings, but the raiyats who 
cultivate such lands under a verbal contract for more than 12 years can easily 
claim under the commutation clauses to have the produce-rent commuted to a 
money-rent, and such procedure would involve the landlord into litigation and 
would seriously affect his income. If, as stated in paragraph 58 of the 
Statement of Objects and Reasons, the total area of nijchas and nij-jote land 
in temporarily-settled estates which are now in the has possession of 
proprietors be fixed and no further extension be granted in future, surely the 
proprietors are entitled to have their rights protected in every possible way, 
as the substantial concessions which are said to have been given would be lost 
to the landlords if their thas lands were converted into raiyati Jands, and the 
income of the landlords would thereby be considerably reduced. In this way 
what are now given to them as coucessions cannot but be viewed by them in 
the light of a sop to pacify their mind. 

4. The Hon’ble Member in charge of the Bill remarked in his speech in 
Council that “nij-jole or privileged embraced the lands which had come 
down to them as demesne-lands trom the revious settlements, and nij-chas 
or non-privileged included all lands which did not fall under the first category, 
such as lands which had been abandoned by raiyats in the great Orissa 
famine of 1886, or had been acquired by purchase from raiyats.” This 
artificial distinction between  nij-chas and nij-jole is not ordinarily known 
to the proprietors, and as such it is necessary thatit should be clearly defined 
in the Bill. But l muy be allowed to ask if a landlord manages to get in 
the record of-rights all his Jand in the nemes of his relatives and friends, 
how can tie law prevent him from reaping the advantages of khamar or 
nij-jote.

-.§.. Clause 13.A deals with the tranafer of a tenure or portion of a tenure by 
succession, but the method proposed to be adopted does not allow the landlord 
an opportunity to question the right of the so-called successor, even 
if he has a dond fae doubt that he is not the réal successor. Any person 
claiming as successor can deposit the requisite fees, and nave his name regis- 
tered in the sherista of the landlord, ‘This omission must be rectified by 
providing for the Collector to serve a notice upon the landlord.

There would have been no 
objection if the. clause provided some means for putting down the actual 
market value in the deed of sale, but the clause as it stands would lead to

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7. Clause 18 C, sub-clause (9) requires that the Collector shall, after giving 
notice to the landlord, inquire and decide whether the landlord is entitled by 
custom, or for any other good and sufficient reason, to refuse his consent to 
the transfer, and if the Collector finds that the landlord is not so entitled, 
shall declare that the transfer has been duly registered. It is wrong in prin- 
ed to throw the onus upon the landlord to justify the reason of the refusal: 

use 12, sub-clause (i) declares the transferability of permanent tenures, simply’ 
because such a declaration is desirable. Clause 13 B declares which classes of 


tenure-holders are entitled to transfer their tenures without the consent of the - 


landlord, implying thereby that there are other classes of tenures, of course 
not permanent, especially tenures situated in temporarily-settled estates, which 
cannot be transferred without the landlord’s consent, though there is no 
eet provision to that effect. But clause 180, sub-clause (2) directs the 

ector to inquire whether the landlord is entitled by custom or any other 
good reason to refuse his consent to the transfer, assuming thereby as if the 
tenure-holder is entitled by law to transfer his tenure, though there is no provi- 
sion in the Pillto make such assumption except as laid down in clauses 12 and 
13 B, sub-clause (7), and calls upon the landlord to prove custom to the contrary. 
If the onus be thus thrown upon the landlord, it will be difficult for him to 
prove a nage en and heshall consequently be placed in a disadvantageous 
position. ‘lhe onus, therefore, should be laid upon the tenure-holder to prove 
that the tenure is transferable by custom. 


8, In drafting clauses 134A, 13 B, 12C and 25 A read with clause 91, 
sufficient consideration has not been given to the interests of the landlord in 
the matter of the sub-division of a holding. My reasons are— 


(i) Where the holding comprises different classes of land, a sub- 
division of the holding and a proportionate distribution of rent 
would be productive of serious loss to the landlords where the 
better classes of land have been transferred, and the inferior 
ones left in the possession of the old tenant, who, after the 
transfer, may easily abandon or surrender his holding. In case 
of such abandonment or surrender, it would be difficult for the 
landlord to obtain the average rate on which the original 
holding had been let out. 


(#) It would be difficult for the landlord to realize small dues conse-

(iti) To realize such small dues, facilities should be given to the 
landlords in the shape of a certificate process or any othor 
less expensive mode of realization.

9. Act X of 1859 [*] was the first legislation to protect the raiyat against the 
oppression of zamindars, undertaken under the power reserved to Government 
by section 8 of Regulation 1 of 1793 and section 67 of Regulation VIII 
of 1793. Within four or five years of its promulgation the difficulties of 
working Act X of 1859 ("| in Bengal were felt. ‘Those difficulties were brought 
to the notice of Government by the High Court. To ensure smooth working 
Act VIII of 1869 |*] was passed. It did not make any changé in the sub- 
stantive law. The provisions of Act X of 1859 ["] were retained, but the trial 
of suits was transferred to the Civil Court. It was an alteration in the law of » 
procedure. The Revenue Courts had been found incompetent to try the 
intricate questions of law which the strained relations between the zamindars 
und their tenants raised in suits between them.

10. In the meantime the condition of the agricultural population of Bihar 
attracted the attention of Government. The condition of Bihar tenantry had 
attracted the attention of the Government as far back as 1868. In Bihar 
too things went from bad to worse. about the time when the Agrarian 
Disputes Act of 1876 was passed, a Commission was appointed to advise Gov- Bon, Act 
ernment on measures necessary to remedy the state of things in Bihar. The 187% 
condition of tenantry of Bengal and Hihar necessitated, according to the view of 
Government, more stringent legislation to protect the rights of the raiyat. I 
am not in a position to say that the zamindars of Bengal and Bihar were really 
oppressive. On the contrary I should be inclined to think that the picture was 
overdrawn. But for the purposes of this note, I assume that the official 
literature on the subject represents the true state of things in the Provinces of 
Bengal and Bihar.

There is nothing very 
alarming about this, but it contains all the elements of very considerable 
trouble in the near future. The settlement of Orissa was effected ten 
years ago, and this settlement was for thirty years. ‘I'he report of the 
settlement operations is a voluminous document, containing in elaborate 
detail the settlement operations carried out by Mr. Maddox, Our policy 
has hitherto been to let such settlements run undisturbed for the period 
for which they have been effected. Any attempt to disturb them is 
followed by an incalculable amount of worry to the zamindurs and raiyats 
alike, with vexatious inquiries and examinations of records-of-rights and a 
host of other matters relating to the land It is therefore difficult to under- 
stand the reasons for the proposed disturbance of the settlement of 
- Orissa completed ten years ago, Ii the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal 
were in search of a means of stirring up a hitherto quiet and peaceful 
district into defiance of authority, and all that means, he could not 
have selected more effective method than the one under reference” 


_A journalist of English repute travelling in India at the time visited with 
one revision settlement camp one cold night between 10 and 1! P. my, 
|he saw the sufferings of the people who hal assembled outsite the little 
constituting the Settlement office’ from surrounding villages, They 
rated to us how they bad been in attendance there from early hours in the 
norning, and souwe of them had done so for days.

Before I conclude I should like to make a few observations on the 
imaginary good which finds favour with the supporters of the measure. 

The main object put forward is an up-to-date record-of right. To do 
this it is necessary to record the transfers infer vivos of different kinds and 
succession by inheritance or testamentary disposition after the last preceding 
record-of rights. These are very few. ‘Transfers by sale are in almost all 
cases embodied in registered documents. It is the transferee’s interest to 
secure the transfer against subsequent fraud of the transferer. The zamindar 
too is interested in it, as he has his share of salami in the consideration money. 

Then there are cases of collusive transfer. ‘This is generally done to 
defraud creditors. The Settlement Officer cannot go behind the deed of 
transfer and expose the collusive nature of the transfer. 

Testamentary dispositions are very few indeed in Orissa. The Settlement 
officer cannot exercise the powers of the District Judge and decide as to the 
genuineness or otherwise of the Will. So practicully the work of the Revisional 
Settlement Officer is limited to a record-of-rigiits of the man in possession who 
hus come to the land subsequent to the last preceding record. 

In case of undisputed transler followed by the possession of the transferee, 
tha plea of protection of riglits by revisional settlement operation is superfluous, 
In cases of disputed transfer, the work of the Settlement Otticer in only « very 
small percentage of cases terminates the dispute. Most of the cases go up to 
higner courts. Even in those cases where the dispute terminates with the

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_ The loss and harassment sufferee by many, when compared with the sup- 


pe advantages to the few, furnish strong ground for the abandonment of — i 
_ this maintenance of records. The highest good to the largest numbeer of 
people ought to be the guiding principle of all civilised Governments, 


The apologists of this muintenance-of-record imagine that the system if 
introduced would improve the condition of the poor and helpless tenantry, 
This is a mistake. By the custom of the country the poor raiyat reclaimed the 
waste land and thereby extended the area of his holding. He did not wait for 
his landlord’s permission. The landlord being coutent with the income which 
the revenue settlement secured him, according to the terms of his sabuityat, 
did not teke any measures to ascertain whether any portion of the waste land 
was reclaimed. The result of this wasthat the raiyat was richer to the extent of 
thereclaimed Jand, as he paid no rent for this. ‘l his advantage fhe raiyats had 
enjoyed during the long period which intervened between the settlement of 
1840 and that of 1894-95, But for the settlement operations he would have 
continued in possession without paying an enhanced rent. 

he present Bill lends legislative sanction to the customary right of the 
raiyat to reclaim waste land. The Orisss zamindar, notoriously somnolent, 
would not enforce his rights within the time prescribed by the Bill, but the 
periodical revision of records will do for the zamindar what in the majority 
of cases he would not have done. Thus the revision of records does not add 
to the prosperity of the raiyat, The relation between zamindar and raiyat is 
that of payer and payee. It is a relation of conflicting interest. It is impos- 
sible to convert it into one of unalloyed concordance. The relative position 
of the two makes the raivat dependant on the zamindar. Our rulers being 
foreigners cannot form a correct idea of the extent to which the tenant is 
dependent on his zamindar, or of the risk he runs in incurring the zamindar’s 
displeasure. Both the zamindar and raiyat are the outcome of an ancient 
elaborate social fabric, The Government official’s horizon of vision does not 
extend beyond the provisions of the law of landlord and tenant, An illustra- 
tion will explain iny meaning, The Hindu must cremate his dead relation 
on the day he dies, which does not mean within 24 hours, but before the 
following day break. Suppose an old raiyat dies at midnight. His son must 
remove the corpse before day break, and the cremation must be done without 
any loss of time. Firewood has to be secured, It cannot be had for money in 
the village. ‘The dead man’s son goes to the zamindar at midnight. The 
gamindar, if friendly disposed, gives him permission to cut down u fruit-bear- 
ing tree and this 1s supplied free of cost, If the cremation is not done in 
time the man loses his caste. To provide for expiation the poor raiyat will 
have to sell the lands which the Settlement Officer gave him. Then again 
the services of castemen huve to be secured to carry the corpse to the 
cremation ground. If the zamindar bears a grudge againat a particular raiyat 
he can use his influence with the castemen not to help the hostile raiyat in 
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this work, A cunning mun cao gratify his grudge without making himself © 


liable to any law, civil or criminal 

Attempts to improve the position of the raiyut by legislation, which do not 
take into account the complex social questions which are woven in the texure 
of the raiyat’s daily life, however laudable so far as motives go, must produce 
results disastrous to the interests of the party they were intended to benefit, 
Legislacion can break asunder the social bond, it cannot tie it closer. Legisla- 
tiun in no country has improved the conjugal tie. It has provided for divorce. 

I hove said that these elements of concord and conflict exist in the peculiar 


_. gelation between a raiyat and his landlord. ‘The conflicting element must be 


brought into prominence when there is u revenue settlement of the Province. 
-A frequent recurrence of the scenes of conflici is not conducive to the well 
being of the raiyat. 

It is believed by some that an up to-date record-of-rights will make the next 


revenue settlement cheaper. I seriously doubt whether it would reduce the cost 
of the next revenue settlement, if the costs of the periodical revision settlement 
be taken into account, besides, even if it were cheaper. it would beso inthe | 
 osts of settlement to Government, but the periodical preparatory measures 
will impoverish the tenantry in the meantime, and when the time for increase 
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of revenue comes, Government will find » tenantry unable to pay a higher 
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It is sought to justify Chapter XII as a necessary prelimi to Chapter 
XVI. ‘The latter’, say the apologists for Chapter Xfr ‘is in fulfilment me a 
pledge given by Government to the zamindar.’ 

It is difficult to understand how provisions, which do not extend the facili- 
ties for collection of rent to the zamindars as a class, but reserves the selection 
to mg Local Government, can be called a fulfilment of a pledge made to the 
c 

The provisions of the Bill point to an anxiety on the part of Government 
to protect the raiyat against the unlawful demands of the zamindars. The 
poor, ignorant and helpless raiyat needs the strong hand of legielation to pro- 
tect him. In the estimation of Government the zamindar is not in any sense 
the guardian of raiyats’ interest, ‘hat being so, the question naturally suggests 
itself, is it safe to entrust the zamindar with summary powers for the recovery 
of rents? ‘I'o the poor, time is of great value in the payment of his dues, 

Besides we have to look to the extent to which this Chapter XVI will be 
used in Orissa. It is not at all likely that this privilege will be accorded to 
small zamindars who do not maintain a decent establishment for the manage- 
ment of thoir estates. Most of the large estates are in the hands of common 
Managers or under the Court of Wards. 1 do not think that even if 
Chapter XVI were passed, the extension of the privilege, even if the Local 
Government were most liberal in the bestowal of the privilege, would benefit 
more than two or three zamindars, but I have serious doubts if these few 
zamindars would care to avail themselves of the summary procedure, They 
give facilities for the recovery of reut, but they will add to the unpopularity 
of the zamindar. 

As far as I know, no zamindar cares for the privilege. If it is the 
incubus of a pledge which troubles Government, [ am sure the zamindars 
would gladly relieve Government of the moral obligation, and the moral 
principles which helped Government to disregard the solemn “ pledges” which, 
to quote the words of the London Times, “ was given as an inducement for 
the pacification of the Province,” will be still available.

From this point of view, it is 
to me a cause of congratulation that the Bill is not likely to be a contentious 
one, There may be differences of opinion regarding the details of its pro- 
visions, but, on the whole, the main principles of the Bill are likely to commend _ 
themselves to all sections of the community as they are conceivedinthe 
‘common interest of all. : tH 
“Tt was my intention from the first to explain why this measure, which _ 
will affect no portion of re-united Bengal but will be limited in its ap. 
lication to an integral portion of the new province of Bihar, Orissa and 
ota Nagpur should be placed before the present Council and not deferred 
till it can be dealt with by the legislature of the new province. The 
explanation has become all the more necessary in view of the motion for: 
postponement of which notice has been giyen by the Hon’ble Mr. Das. I can 
assure Hon’ble Members that, in deciding to take up the Bill in the present 
session, Government has no desire to rush the Council. ‘l'here is a very simple 
and natural explanation. Te Orissa ‘l’enancy Bill is the fruit of many. lon 
years of consideration devoted to the subject by the present Government of 
Bengal. We have in our midst many who have taken a prominent part in 
these deliberations. No one, Sir, is better acquainted with Orissa than you 
yourself are, for you have spent several years of your life in that Division, A 
reference to the printed papers circulated with the Bill will show how much it 
owes to the labours of my Hon’ble friend, Mr. Maddox, who moreover enjoys 
the exceptional advantage of being the officer by whom the last Revenue Settle- 
ment of Orissa was made, We have also with us a foremost zamindar of 
Bengal, my Hon’ble friend, the Maharajdhiraja Bahadur of Burdwan, who 
owns, in addition to his Bengal estates, important landed interests in Orissa, 
It will be a considerable misfortune if the Bill should fail to profit by the help 
and advice of all these and of others on the Council, acquainted with Orissa, 
whose destinies may not include a seat in the Legislative Chamber of the 
Western province, Nor can it be represented that Orissa has been taken 
unawares and had this legislation thrust upon it with undue haste, The 
opinions of a very representative Committee were consulted in 1909 before. 
the Bill was drafted. Since it was introduced in July last, it has been freely 
circulated, and a mass of valuable opinion has been collected from local bodies 
and officers, all of which will be duly considered in Select Committee. 
Orissa will also be strongly represented on the Select Committee. To postpone 
the Bill now will merely be to delay for a year or two the completion of a 
piece of business which is already ripe for disposal. Under these circums- 
tances, it is the Council’s duty, I submit, not to leave this Bill as a legacy of 
trouble to the builders of the new province, but to apply itself earnestly to the 
task of shaping the Bill, so that it may well form a parting gift from old 
Bengal, 








“J hope that the Hon’ble Mr, Das, whose absence to-day I much regret, will 
accept this explanation wher he is made acquainted with it. 1 also hope that

In the fiscal and agrarian history of Bengal, Orissa occupies a unique

; . Maddox. Such is briefly the history of the one greatest and most 
essential difference between Orissa and the rest of Bengal. Bihar and Bengal ©

here to-day to discuss the wisdom of the policy which dictated the difference. 
: What we have to recognise is that the difference exists, and that it has pro- 
foundly affected the agrarian conditions of Orissa, Temporary settlement — 
necessarily involves closer contact between the administration and the agricul- 
tural population than is possible, or at least esseutial, in a permanently-settled 
area, and, in the case of Orissa, this isstrikingly illustrated by one incident which 
distinguishes it from the rest of Bengal. I refer to the fact that, since British — 
administration in Orisea began, the trial of rent suits has been retained in the 
hands of its revenue staff and has not been made over to the ordinary Civil 
Courts as has been done in the permanently-settled portions.of Bengal, — It is 
the existence of this very distinction that has always proved an insurmountable!

“It is proposed in the present Bill to adhere to the system whereby 
_ rent suitsin Orissa are tried by the Revenue Courts. A full discussion of — 
the subject will be found in paragraphs 14 and 15 of Mr. Maddox’s Report — 
of 1909. The arguments for retention may briefly be summarized as — 
follows. The people of Urissa are accustomed to, wnd well satisfied with, the — 
present system.

There is another very large and important class of Orissa land-holders 
called dajiaytiders, who own about one-sixth of the total cultivated area. 
_ The byiaftidars are the owners of the invalid revenue-free tenures which were 
_ resumed in the earlier settlements. They owe their numbers and their present 
__ position partly to the special provisions of the Cuttack Land Revenue Regula- 
tion 1804 (X11 of 1805), which created them, and parily to their peculiar 
treatment in the Revenue Settlements of Orissa, Their interests also are of a 
semi-proprietary nature, and it is a genuine grievance with them that, under 

influence of Bengal ideas, their status has been gradually obscured, and 
they run the risk of being treated as ordinary tenants of the zamindars. 
_ The Bill contains special provisions for the preservation of their rights. 


There is yet another important feature of the Bill for which the 
justification rests in the temporary nature of Orissa’s land revenue _ settle- 
meut, I refer to the measures that have been proposed for the definition 
of the privileged or private lands of 2 grag and sub-proprietors.

The 
total area in the immediate possession of proprietors and sub-proprietors, has 
increased from 88,700 acres in the 1837 Settlement to 172,500 acres in the last 
_ Revenue Settlement, and 177,500 acres in the Revision Settlement. These 
_ figures show that, whatever may have been the provisions of the law

‘between the raiyats themselves, and there is little reason to fear that recogni- 
tion of the right of transfer will encourage general improvidence amongst the 
peasantry of Orissa.

The Chiefs paid a small tribute and 
rendered nominal alaganee, but had absolute power within their estates. This 
‘Tegion was exempted by Regulations XI! and XIII of 1805 from the operation 
of the ordinary Revenue and Police Regulations. It forms the Tributary 
 Mahals or Garhjats of the present day, und lies beyond the pale of Orissa agrarian 
law. ‘here was a second zone of seaward estates on the East and South- 
| eonsisting mostly of marsh and woodland and owned by noble. families who 
were, many of them, related to the last Hindu kin, of Orissa. These paid 
| quit-rents, called peshkush, to the Mahrattas, Thbe®° British Goverument, in 
1805, continued the old peshtush revenue in perpetuity. There are 12 such 
estates with an area of 1,760 square miles, They have always been subject 
‘to the ordinary laws and regulations of Be and are governed by the 
"same rian laws as the rest of Orissa, and they have accordingly been 
Gnelud within the scope of the present Bill. 

* Between the feudatory estates and the permanently-settled estates lies re. 
core of Orissa, the Mogulbandi as it is called, which was fully subject to the 
sway of the Moguls and Mabrattas and has developed into the temporarily- 
ietthed tracts of the present day. 

_ “It may be snggested that the permanently-settled zone is more akin to 
— Ber proper than to the Mogulbandi of Orissa, and that a Bill of which the 
_ essential features of difference from the Benga Tenancy Act are based on, 
and justified by, the temporary charavter of Orissa’s Revenue Settlement, cannot

interested. The position is peculiar, but it is unavoidable, and in these

must be waived. This is from no desire to burke discussion but merely as the 
natural consequence of the unusual conditions existing. ‘Che Budget of each

THE ORISSA TENANOY BILL, 1911. ; 


The Hon’ble Mr. H. McPherson presented the Report of the Select, 
Committee on the Bill to amend .and consolidate certain enactments relatin; 
tothe Law of Landlord and Tenant in the districts of Cuttack, Pani ande by 
Balasore, in the Orissa Division. - ~ 


He said :— 


“ With your permission, Sir, I present the Report of the Select Committee 
on the Bill to amend and consolidate certain enactments relating tothe Law of 
Landlord and Tenant in the districts of Cuttack, Puri and Balasore in the Orissa 
Division. ‘I'he report is accompanied by a copy of the Bill as amended in ™ 
Select Committee and by the Minutes of Dissent recorded by certain Members 
of the Committee. 


“Although it might have been regarded as more satisfactory, if the Committee 
had presented a unanimous report, | hope that the Council will not be alarmed 
by the number or length of the Minutes of Dissent. They are a very common 
feature of reports on Tenancy Bills. The — of contact and adjustment - 
between landlord and tenant in a complete Tenancy Code are so numerous that 
it would be surprising if the representatives of the many varying interests 
concerned came to a unanimous finding on all subjects of discussion, 
Complete unanimity might, in fact, be regarded with suspicion, as indicating 
that the examination of the Code had been hasty and superficial. There is no 
room for this suspicion in the present case. The Committee have held twelve 
sittings spread over & period of six weeks, and occupying an aggregate time of 
nearly forty hours. he clauses of the Bill were examined one by one, all the 
criticisms and suggestions of the local officers and,local bodies were dul 
weighed, the discussions were conducted in a spirit of fairness which did credit 
to all who took part in them, and the various amendments which have been 
made in the Bill will, it is hoped, be considered to be improvements. 


“Tt is not m Prepon to occupy the time of the Council by going over the © 
principles of the Bill once more, or by explaining the alterations that have been | 
made in Select Committee, or by discussing in detail the Notes of Dissent that 
are appended to the report.

thus communicated to the Editor of the pap r before being luid before this 
uncil. Now the proceedings of Select Committees have always, by the 
usage of this Council, been treated as confidential, and it is an innovation— 
and, i my view, an objectionable innovation—that anything which has 
formed part of them ‘whether a disenssion during their session or a Minute of 
issent prepared after the close of their deliberations), should be communi- 
¢ated to the Press before the formal Report of the Conmittee is made public. 
We have’ never had any detailed rules laid down as to the procedure for 
Select Committees or the submission to Council of Notes of Dissent, but the 
stom that all Select Committee proceedings should b> treated as confi- 
tial until such time as the Report of the Committee itself is laid before 
the Council has, so far as I am aware, never been infringed. I should 
‘be sorry if it should become necessary for us to alter our practice in 
this respect and to ee definite rules on matters of detail regarding 
the procedure of Select Committees; it would be much better that 
the ‘uniform practice of the Council shonld be maintained. In the 
the present instance, the objection to the communication of the Hon'ble 
tinbers Note of Dissent to the Press is enhanced by the fact that the Note 
Dissent which he so communicated cannot,—as I shall now proceed to 
explain—-be the same as that which has b2en incorporated with the proceedings 
of the Select Committee. For, in addition to what appears in the Note of 
_ Dissent laid before the Council this morning, the Hon’ble Member had 
included in his Minute a lengthy criticism of the constitution of the Select

‘The Hon’ble Member in charge of the Bill in introducing the Select 
Committee’s Keport said that it was not possible to avoid differences of opinion 
in a law which defines the relations between landlord and tenant. Land law 
includes in.it the interest of every oue who owns interest in land or lives on 
it. So consequently there must be points of contact and points of difference. 
I do not intend now to discuss in detail the provision of the law or rather the 
provisions of the Bill as to how far they secure or injure the interests of 
those who have interest in the lad. I take for granted that, Government 
intends to do « certain thing, but we know that Government has not. at. its 
command the time which is necessary for patient and careful deliberations and 
~ discussion on difficult points of law involved in a case like this. Therefore 

all that 1 intend to do on the present occasion is simply to show that the Bill 
_in a most remarkable manner, and in the most important cases, fails to 
aveomplish the object for which it is intended.

I should add that Orissa is mostly temporaraly settled. Bengal and Bihar 


‘enjoy the boon of permanent settlement. 


In 1891 portions of the Act were extended to Orissa for making the 
Revenue Settlement of Orissa, The Acts and Regulations under which the 
preyious Revenue Settlement had been made were considered unsuited. 


“Chapter X of the Bengal ‘Tenancy Act was first introduced for the purpose 
of revenue settlement. The main object the Government of India had in view 
indirecting that the revenue settlement should be made under Chapter X 
of the Act was to secure an enhanced revenue; the other object was a 
‘classification of the tenancies according to the provisions of the Bengal 
Tenancy Act. ‘The reason for this wae that the classification was superior to 
that embodied in Act X of 1859 and if the record-of-rights were made 
during the revenue settlement on the basis of the laws in force in Orissa, the 
subsequent introduction of the Bengal ‘lenancy Act would be impossible. 
What was the result of this? The settlement operations began. If the 
Assistant Settlement Officer happened to be a Bengalee, who was familiar 
with the rights anl| interests which the Bengal Tenancy Act deals with, he 
found on the spot new rights which found no place in the Act, If the 
Assistant Settlement Officer happened to be an Uriya to whom the local rights 
in lands were familiar, he received no light from the Act. Tho Settlement 
Officer himself was no wiser. He moved the Government,to extend some other 

rtion of the Act, as occasions presented difficulties in the working of Chapter 
of the Act. All groped in darkness The Supreme Government supremely 
ignorant of the local conditions were the legally constituted guide. it was a 
case of blind leading those struggling in darkness Sections after sections 
of the Bengal Tenancy Act were introduced as difficulties arose daring the 
progress of the settlement operations. Experience of the degree of darkness 
which surrounded the responsible duties of the Settlement Officer Jed him to 
try new openings for additional light, but the additional light showed some more 
dark spot.

THE MINING SETTLEMENT BILL, 1911. 


The Hon’ble Mr. Cumming presented the ae of the Select 
ining Settlements in 

He said :— 
“Sie, I beg leave to présent the report of the Select Committee on the 
Mining Settlements Bill. In doing so, I should like to reeall to Hon’ble 
Members the peculiar circumstances which gave rise to the legislation. The 


Bill is primarily in the interests of the labouring classes at work in the coal 
mines, and secondarily in the interests of the mining industry. It was only 


after every possible measure under other Acts had been tried dnd had failed 


that recourse was had to special legislation. The Indian Mining Association 
had complained, and with justice, that whatever sanitary precautions might 
be taken by any coal mine-owner, these might all be nullified by the inaction 
of a neighbour, who might be free from any control under the Mines Act; and 
so the bill was designed to create in selected areas a local sanitary authority, 
on which both mine-owners and royalty receivers should be represented, 


with power to deal with such and similar cases and to exercise general sanitary 
control. : ee 


“The opinions which have been received since the Bill was introduced 
showed that it was defective in several respects; and in Select Committee 
considerable alterations have been made, the-more important of which are 
mentioned in the report which is in the hands of Hon’ble Members. The 
principle kept in view is that the Bill should be as elastic and flexible as possible, 
in view of the diverse nature of the tracts in which the law may hereafter be 
put in force. To one objection which has been made that the Bill is not 
suitable for dealing with a large water-supply scheme, such as is contemplated 
in the Jharia coalfield, the answer is that the Bill was not designed to cover 
such a’scheme. ; 


“The crux of the whole Bill is the financing of the Mines Board of Health 
which may be created in selected areas to be termed Mining Settlements, It 
‘is not unfair that the expenses should be borne by those connected with the 
mining industry; but the difficulty was to finda common denominator between 
‘the charges on the coal mine-owners and the charges on the royalty receivers. 
It was at first proposed in consultation with the Indian Mining Association 
that the charges should be levied from both classes in proportion to the road- 
cess paid; this seemed a simple and intelligible method of calculation. But 
the mine-owners pay road-cess on profits, while the royalty receivers pay on 
output. It follows that, if in a particular mine there was no profit on the 
working, the mine-owner would pay no road-cess; and hence would not con- 
a at all to the sanitary charges. So the Committee of the Indian 

ining Association suggested that the output of mines should also form a basis 
for calculation. The Select Committee after obtaining statistics thought that 
the fair apportionment between the two classes as a whole would be nine-tenths 
to mine-owners and one-tenth to royalty receivers; and further that amongst 
mine-owners themselves the assessment should be according to output and 


_ amongst royalty receivers according to road-cess. But, while trusting that 





in inning the above proportion between the two classes may be main- 
tained, the Select Committee have considered that the proportion between, 
these two classes should be fixed from time to time by Government. 


J ghould like to take this further opportunity of expressing the thanks 
of Government to the Indian Mining Association for the part which they have 


taken throughout in advancing this legislation.”

He says 
that the Bihar members are taking a lively interest in the provisions of the 
Bill, but the duty of fighting or being slain by the Hon’ble Member in charge 
of the Bill devolves on two members who can take care of themselves. I cannot 

' say that both of them are old enough to take care of themselves, With regard 
to these amendments, Sir, we are not fighting for anything which Government 
does not like to give and the people like to have. We are agreed as to what 
should be given. The only point of difference between us is how it should 
be given, and the form in which it should be given. 1 contend that the form 
in which it is propused to be given in the Bill will not pass the right actually. 
It will remain a dubious point to be decided afterwards by the Courts, and 
Courts, Sir, are after all Courts of Law, and nobody can possibly predict what 
the decision of a Court will be on a particular point of law. Pheretore my 
contention in this Council is that the form in which it is proposed to give 
should be much as would remove it beyond all doubt. Now, it is admitted 
that the bajiaflidars were people who held lands revenue free, they claimed 
to hold it revenue free at the first settlement of Orissa, where their title to 
hold revenue free was questioned and judged, and afterwards it was found 
that they wore not entitled to hold it revenue free or hold them on a parti- 
cular tage of revenue, and then they were assessed. Now, this should 
be borne in mind, Sir, that what was assessed on them was the revenue, #,¢., 
there was a contract between the Government and these people, and 
they had a proprietary right in the land. I should not have fought for these 
ople if these people numbered only a few hundred people. These Reowle 
hol lands which is equal to one-sixth of the total cultivated areas and they 
_ pay 7 or 8 lakhs of revenue. They form sn important class. Well, what 
- was done during the last revenue settlement was, that their status was altered 
‘under the Bengal Tenancy Act.* The Bengal Tenancy Act,* Sir, has always 
been responsible for the Bengal tendéngy of all these laws. The result is that 
_ they were made to fit in with the definitions in the Bengal Tenancy Act.* It 
_ is something like putting a round man into a square hole. I do not know 
_ whetber anybody has tried the exporiment. 
“Now, what was done, made the consequences disastrous to 
_ these people. Their ights suffered and Government saw it, and this is 
rs “very. graphicall Gassrtbed in Mr. Maddox’smletter; and I reiterate the

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there. I say I admire this spirit in Mr. Maddox, and I hope that he may 
live long to associate this consciousness of human infirmity with a keen sense 
of justice in still higher offices than the one that he now fills, But then the 
question is, what is now being done. The bayjiaftidar is made in some cases 
araiyatand in some cases a ‘tenant’ and is recorded under) the’ Bengal 
Tenancy Act.* Mr, Maddox in his letter dated the 6th April, 1909, says :— 

* The bajiaftidars oomplain that they are by origin proprictors and not tenants. Histori- 
cally this is true. Inthe settlement of 1837, and again in the settlement of 1890 and 1900, 
although Government fixed their rents for the terms of each settlement, they were ordered to 
pay for their lands (where the area was loss than 75 acres), though|the proprietor or 
proprietary or eee tenure-holder, to Government, and these. payments have been so 
ai without objection for the last 70 years. It must, however, be remembered that, origi 
ally, »under clause 22, Regulation XU1 of 1895, tha revenus, not the rent assessable va fhe 
tenures, was deolared to belong toGovernment. The dajiaftidars are not, therefore, by origin at 
any rate, tenants within the moaning of section 3 ($) of the Bengal Tenancy Act, because the 

n (proprietor or proprietary or sub-proprictary tenure-holder) under whom they now 
old does not ‘own’ the dayiafti lands, This is also very clearly shown by tho fact that 
where the resumed grant exceeded 75 acres, a separate estate was created in 1837 and the 
holders paid revenue direct to Government. ver, in the 1887 ‘settlement, the 
zamindar retained only collection expenses and handed on the whole balance (without 
deduction for malikhena or proprietary allowance) to Government, and although in the 
settlement of 1890-1900 the zamindar was allowed to retain the eame percentage of the 
bajia/ti assets as he retained of the raiyats’ assets, he was permitted to do 80, only because 
the bayiaftidars had in the past paid pepper-corn rents, and beozuse it was thought that 
without such a concession the rents enhanced at ‘that settlement could not possibly be 
collected. On the other ‘hand, they (except the holders of 75 acres an’ more) have, a8 
already stated, made payments for their lands to zamindars for 70 years, and their lands 
have been included within the areas of the estates of zamindars for the whole of that 
iod. Possibly, therefore, by the custom of dealing therewith, their interests have now 
me tenancies, Nevertheless, it seems to me that something should be done io order 

to’ preserve to them their rights in their property . . . . . ~ ’ 


“Then, further on, it says under the settlement of 1890 and 1900, some of 
them have been recorded as tenure-holders in accordance with the provisions 
of the Bengal Tenancy Act." The effect of this has been to reduce them from 
the position of tenure holders to raiyats pure and simple, more especially as 
estates have been distributed exactly as those of other tenants. They have 
thas suffered material injury in the following way: Zamindars are now 
treating them as ordinary tenants not permitting. their transfer of right on 
salami and so on, It is admitted, Sir, that there is anxiety on the part of 
Government to compensate, to restore them to their former posifion. .Now the 
Bill puts it in this form : ; on

_ “Now, the same man assumesa dual capacity. He becomes for certain pur- 
poses & tenure-holder, and for certain other purposes a raiyat, For transfers what 
right has a raiyat ? The raiyat has the right of occupancy to transfer. Well, he 
transfers it in a deed where he calls himself a sewdre-holder, Nowwtien a right 
of occupancy comes into the hands of a tenure-holder, it disappears by the 
doctrine of merger. What becomes of this doctrine of morger then? A man 
oseupying a higher status sells a right to a man under him: the result is he 

f cannot do anything and he sells nothing. We cannot do away with the 
doctrine of merger, unless we say we will disregard all established principles 
of law and introduce this new principle here. What becomes once the 
doctrine of merger is introduced into the Orissa Tenancy Act? What becomes 
of the position of the zamindar when lands get into his hands with a right of 

_oveupancy?. Therefore the only way to do it—the difficulty arose out of 
an attempt to squeeze them as it were into the definitions of the Bengal 
Tenancy Act.* These definitions were never meant for this class of people: 
they are a separate class—I say treat them separately, and the treatment 
might be such, the definition should be such as to show their origin. 


'“Thave been given to understand that though he is recorded as a raiyaty 
there is soriie entry there to show that he is not an ordinary raiyat but» 
bayiafti raiyat; cis age they form a separate class of raiyat by them- 
selves and a separate cluss of tenure-holders by themselves, and they ought 
to be left as such. If we do not do that,—though it may be the intention of 
Government to conpensate them for the wrong that has been done to them,— 
the intention will not be carried out in this way, because if the definition 
is one in which their origin is lost, the Law Courts will not go to inquire into 
what was the intention ‘his letterfrom Mr. Maddox, whatever might be its 
valua here, will have no valuo in a Court of Law, because a Court 
of Law will never construe an enactment in the light of the intention 
of the Legislature or the intention of Government.

The Hon’ble Mr. H. MoPuerson said:— 


“This is one of a series of amendments on the subject of baytaftidars 
which have been moved by the Hon’ble Mr. Das, The others are numbers 
11, 18, 128, 152, 156, 222, 258, 257 to 261. I oppose them, partly because 
they are entirely unnecessary, and partly because they are not likely to be 
advantageous to bayiaftidars but rather the reverse. This particular amendment 
refers to the definition of bazixftidar. The first portion of the amendment 
makes no real difference in the definition of bayiajtidar, ‘The second portion 
is based on a misapprehension regarding the nature of the distinction 
which was drawn atthe last Revenue Settlement between a bytafudar tenure- 
holder and a bapafiidar raiyat; and here I may remark that every bajtaftidar, 
whether tenure-holder or raiyat, has been clearly recorded in the svttlement 
records as a boyiafiidar, The classification as tenure-holder or raiyat is an 
additional description; the word baytaftidar is in no case left out. There is 
nothing in the record which can cloud or obscure the name or the origin of 
the right. The distinction drawn between bayia/tidar tenure-holder and 
bajiaftidar raiyat was based upon sub-section (6) of section 4 of the es 
Tenancy Act. The question was not whether the bayiaftidar cultivated his 
land through tenants or cultivated it himself. The question was whether the 
tenancy was a large tenancy or a petty one. So far as my knowledge goes, the 
great majority of dajiaftidars, if not all of them, are members of the higher 
castes who cultivate their lands through under-tenants, They do not cultivate 
with their own hands. According to the figures given at page 309 of 
Mr. Maddox's Settlement Report, Volume I, there are in Orissa 233,200 bajiarit 
holdings with an area of 296,600 acres, The average is not much over one 
acre. It is obvious from these figures that the great majority of bayiaftt 
tepancies are very petty, If all had been classed as tenures—that is as bapiafit 
tenures-—in the last Revenue Settlement, occupancy-rights would have accrued 
in all cases to the under-tenants, who would have been raiyats holding under 
tenure-holders. ‘I'he effect of classing the smaller baytaftidars as bajiastt raiyats 
was to relegate their under-tenantsto the position Of under-raiyats and to 

vent those under-raiyats from acquiring occupancy-rights. This was done 
in the interests of the petty bayiaflidars. ‘ 


‘‘ Now, some of the local Associations in their criticisms of the Bill have 
asked that all baytafsidars be classed alike astenure-holders. We have not accep- 
ted this suggestion, because its effect would be to deprive the poorer bajiaftidars 
who have been recorded as bayia/ti raiyats, of the fi eaten which they now 
enjoy against the accrual of occupancy-rights. As the Bill now stands, we have 
secured for these baiafli raiyats all the privileges of transfer and status which 
attach to bayiafti tenures, This is arranged by the provisions of sub-clause i?) 
of clause 6, to which the Hon’ble Member objects ‘in amendment No. 18, »We 
put the dajiafii raiyat, so far as transfer and all other rights are concerned, 
exactly in the same position as bayia/ti tenure-holders. At the same time, 
we leave him that protection which he enjoys through being recorded as a 
raiyat instead of being recorded as a tenure-holder. At the present day in 
Bengal most people who have teaancy interests in land are endeavouring to be 
recorded as raiyats and not as tenure-holders, their object being to debar 
the people under them from securing occupency-rights. We have conceded this 
to the petty Jayiaftidars of Orissa by calling thew. bajiayti raiyats. So long as the 
word' bayia/tidar is attached to their names, they cannot suffer injury as reperds 
their peculiar origin and status, At the same time, we have taken care by 
means of the provisions of clause 50 that the dayiaftidarraiyat shall not be 
handicapped by the operation of the ordinary provisions of the law regarding 
rent recoverable from under-raiyats. I explained the position to the Orissa 
members of the Select Committee at a time when the Hon'ble Mr. Das was

of Councii I should like to make one observation in connection with a remark 
that fell from the Hon’ble Member in charge of tie Bill, He has told the 
Council just now that it struck him as rather unusual to see the Bihar Members 
taking such a keen interest in connection with this Bill. I must say that 
I was rather surprised to hear a remark of this nature from a Legislator of 
the object that has lead, ut least some of the Beharis to take interest in this 
Bill, is primarily because I consider it the duty of every Member of this 
Council to take interest in any measure that may be brought before this 
Council, irrespective of the question whether it touches one part of the 
Province or the other. It would indeed haye been a remarkable feature in 
connection with the discussion of this Bill if only two of the Hon’ble Members 
who came from Orissa had taken part in the discussion and all the others 
merely formed the audiance. 


“The second reason why we particularly feel for this Bill is that it appears 
to me that after the separation of this Province and the creation of the 
new Province of Bihar, we shall be Erpcmoely. having two Acts in force in one 
and the same Province, In the Provinee of Bihar we shall have the Bengal 
Tenancy Act*, and I don’t know how that will sound—the Bangal ‘Tenaney 
Act® in Bibar as also the Orissa Tenancy Act; and the chances are that, in 
about a year or two’s time, we shall have an Act, or rather a Bill introduced in 
the Bihar Council, very much similar to the Orissa Tenancy Bill; and probably 
the Bengal Tenancy Act* will not be in existence in Bihar. That is also a 
reason why we have thought it fit to take interest in this Bill.

_ that in, the definition of ‘ Raiyat’ in the Bengal ‘Tenancy Act,* these words. 
actually occur, but the question of hired servants and partners have been to my 
knowledge a cause of great anxiety to the pett stoned wit in Bihar, Further 
it will appear from the definition of tenure-holder, and also the explanation in 
the Bengal 'l'enancy Act* that the Government has taken care to call a person 
holding a certain quantity of land nota raiyat but a tenure-holder; for instance, 
we find that in the Bengal Tenancy Act* a person holding more than one 
hundred dighas of land will be presumed to be a. tenure-holder and not a raiyat ; 
also in the present Bill we find that, later on in sub-clause (5), it has been laid 
down ‘where the area held by a tenant exceeds thirty-three acres, the tenant 
shall be presumed to be a tenure-hulder until the contrary is shown.’ So that 
there is already an attempt, both in the Bengal Tenancy Act* and also in the 
t Bill, to restrict the area of land actually held by a raiyat. We further 
that under the Cess Act a tenant, paying more than Rs. 100 as rent, is 
presumed for the purpose of the Cess Acc to be a tenure-holder and not a 
cultivating raiyat. There also the limitation has been applied, 


met My intention in moving this amendment to do away with the hired 
labour is, that a raiyat, literally speaking, is really one who actually cultivates: 
the land: that is to say, no raiyat should get his land cultivated either by a 
hired servant or by partners, because you will be simply making a raiyat, who 
may possess a lot of servants und who may also have a few partners, to: 
unnecessarily get more land for the purpose of cultivation than he can 
_ actually cultivate himself. I perianly agree with the idea of putting the 
words that ‘the menibers of his family’ in the definition of ‘raiyat.’ It is 
with this object, Siry that 1 think araiyat should not get more land than 
he oan iiimedl! cultivate or get it cultivated by the members of his family. 
A case has been put to me this morning by a friend of mine who asked 
*me to reconsider this amendment, and if ible to withdraw it, viz., the case- 
of a widow—a purdandshin widow—who has got no one to look*after her land, 
oh “Wat ail be the fate of such a raiyat? A sufficient reply to that would be 
that we have got in this very Hill a provision for creating sub-tenants or under- 
nants; so that the reply to the argument that if a purdanashin woman happens

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to possess certain land, and if she cannot cultivate herself and she may not 
have any other male member of the family, is that she can certainly let it out 
tolothers for the purpose of cultivation and create a sub-tenancy. 


“J therefore, submit, Sir, that the Hon’ble Members of this Council will see 
the reason which has lead me to move this amendment. My only ground,as1  \ 
have already said, is that a raiyat should only be one who can cultivate the 
Jand himself and not by hired servants or partners.” 


The Hon'ble Mautyi Saiyip Munammap Faxur-up-pin_ said’:— 


“Sir, L rise to oppose this amendment. My reason being that my friend 
seems to be labouring under a misapprehension about the definition of tenure- 
holder and a raiyat. By taking out the words ‘ or by hired servants or by 
the aid of partners’ i think you will have to cut out a nuniber of raiyats to 
a nullity, because almost in 96 per cent. of the cases these raiyats have to 
employ at least ploughmen and they are also hired servants. Without 
ploughmen these lands cannot be cultivated. ‘Then again respectable men, 
as for instance myself or my hon’ble friend the mover of this amendment, 
cannot purchase lands, because as soon as he purchases ‘raiyati lands’ he 
will have to employ his servants to cultivate them, and therefore the 
tenancy. right would cease to exist. Therefore, 1 think it would be rather 
unsafe to cut out these words. In cuses of purdanashin ladies without any 
relations, or in cases of widows or in cases of sis Shenae people who have to 
employ hired servants, it will be impossible for them to cultivate the land. 
Now, if these words are omitted, those persons will have to lose their raiyati 
rights. Then we have got here in sub-clause \4) the words ‘where tie 
area held by a tenant exceeds thirty-three acres, the tenant shall be presumed 
to be « tenure-holder until the contrary is shuwn ’ 


‘“‘ My friend seems to think that even if a raiyat who has got only five » 
bigahs of land but as he is incapable of cultivating it with his own labour and 
without the aid of servants or ners, his status will be that of a tenure- 
holder. 1 think this principle will be altogether unsound. Ifa man having 
five bighas of land will be a tenure-holder, what would be the necessity of 
defining the status of a tenure-holder in sub-section 5 of the clause under 
«consideration? A tenure-holder has gota superior status than a mere culti- 
vator, I theréfore oppose this amendment.” 


The Hon’ble Raz Srra Nara Ray Bawapur said:— 


- “Jam sorry to oppose this amendment, Sir. I am surprised that such an 
amendment has been brought in. It is. a daily experience in Eastern Ben-al, 
and in fact it is tae case cree mene that hired servants have to be engaged 
by ordivary raiyats; this is all the more necessary at the time of reaping the 
harvest. It is well known that large number of hired. servants from different 
parts of the province go to Backergunge (the noted granaries of Bengal) and 
othe. places for assisting the cultivators in reaping the crops, and each 
man is paid not in'cash, but a certain portion of the produce. Tt would nob 
be ible to carry on agricultural operations without hired labour. What 
would be the fate of infants and widows if they were prevented from engaging 
hired labour.” i dabei. sy 


The Hon’ble Mauivr Kuan Banapur Sarrdraz Husain Kuan said :— 


I need not 
say much, but those who have got experience in zamindary matters kn 
that it would be impossible to do without hired labour.”

The Hon'ble Basu Jaxaxt Nara Bosr said:— 8 i: +

If my friend takes the trouble or etady 
the literature on the subject he ‘will find that in 1859, when Act X of 1859 
was sed, this question was discussed threadbare, and in discussing the 
question whether the raiyat ought tohavethe right of occupancy or not the 
question arose as to whether @ nan, when he is not actually cultivating himself 
but has to cultivate by meaus of hired labour or by the members of his family.

The Hon’ble Mr. Satvip Was: Auman said :— 
“T beg to withdraw the amendment. 
The amendment was then, by leave of the President, withdrawn. 


13. The Hon’ble Mr. Saiyid Wasi Ahmad moved that the words “ or 
of grazing cattle on it” in lines 4 and 4 of the Lzplanation to clause 5 (%) be 
omitted. 


He said: +‘The reason why I have moved this amendment is that it may

“Now take a concrete case. Suppose araiyat has got 5 bighas of land and 
he instead of cultivating it with a crop that is prevelant in that part simply 
ows fodder and grass for purposes ‘of grazing cattle, he shall under this 
efinition nevertheless hold all this land as a raiyat and the land will be still 
considered as cultivating land. I am not familiar with the name that is 
given in Orissa to land intended for grazing. cattle, but in Bihar, such lands 
are called churuawa land and are usually found in every village. If you 
allow each tenant to graze cattle on any kind of land he desires, the danger 
is that the land may become, say after 20 years, almost useless for ordinary 
cultivation. Therefore I submit, sir, that that portion of the Lxzplanation for 
the purposes of cattle-grazing be omitted.” 


The Hon’ble Mautyr Sarr Munammap Faxur-vp-pin said :— 


“J rise to o this amendment too, because here again it appears that 
‘some aciplshendon. has arisen in the mind of the Hon’ble Metsbee. Here 
it is said’: —‘ Where a tenant of land has the right to bring it under cultivation, 
he shall be deemed to have ‘acquired a right to hold it for the purpose of 
cultivation, notwithstanding that he uses it for the purpose of gathering the 
produce of it, or uf grazing cattle on it.

The Hon’ble Mn. Kerr said :— 
“The Hon’ble Member, after his attack ‘on agricultural partnerships, 
which includes the great question of Co-operative Credit Societies, has turned: 
his attention to another of the most serious ageless problems of rural Iudia— 
the question of grazing grounds. The Hon’ble Member, as in the other case, has- 
his own way of tackling the problem. This isa difficulty everywhere in India, 
but it is recognized by every ay, except the Hon’ble Member, that the proper. 
way to tackle the question is to do all that is possible to induce the cultivators 
to keep a reasonable proportion of their lands out of cultivation, and to reserye 
them tor grazing purposes, In some parts of India landholders are given 
remissions of revenue on their ‘prazing grounds to induce them to, kee 
such lands out of cultivation. The Hon'ble Member, on the other i 
would penalise the reservation of grazing grounds, by destroying the 
raiyati rights of those who use part of their holdings for grazing. The 
provision which the Hon’ble Member asks us to ‘amend is that a tenant who has. 
acquired a right to hold land for the. purpose of cultivation may, without 
losing his stutus as a raiyat, use it for the purpose of gathering the produce 
of it or of grazing cattle on it, The provision is meant primarily to “pp to. 
little patches of waste land and jungle. The raiyats use the produce for fuel and. 
similar purposes, and they graze their cattle on the land, and it isa very good, 
thing, in the interest of agricultural economy as a whole, that raiyats should be, 
encouraged to keep little bits of land waste within their holdings, instead. 
of bringing ‘the whole under cultivation. One of the ‘great difficulties. 
of the cattle question in many parts of this country, is thut cultivation has 
extended to such an extent as to leave insufficient grazing grounds, ‘To a 
certain extent it is impossible, with the growing’ competition for land,’ to put 
a stop to this process, but we certainly ought to do nothing to accelerate it. 
Tho raiyat must have cattle aud if there is no land’ on which he can grag 
them they must be stall fed: but this is‘an expensive operation and bad for 
the cattle themselves, as young cattle, like young childven, need exercise'as well 
as food, The effect of the Hon’ble Member's amendment would -be that, if 
a prudent husbandman kept a bit of waste for grazing his cattle or allowed a. 
art of his land to lie fallow fora year or two. and grazed his cattle on it,.

one holding consists of more than 3% acres, the owner of the holding will 
| presumed to be a tenure-holder. A man may have different holdings 
of different quantities. Now, if he hus got 25 acres of land by inheritance, 
he may afterwards purchase another hvlding of 25 acres and then again b 
ift he may get another holding of 22 acres, Now the aggregate of all 
holdings will no doubt exceed 33 acres, but each of the holdings 
will be less than 83 acres. Therefore, the definition of a tenure-holder 
should not apply to such a man who has got different holdings the aggregate 
of which comes to more than 33 acres. Without the word “of a holding”

is the admiration of experts in tenancy law not only in ne but also in 
other countries... Moreover the principles of the Bengal Tenancy Act* were 
extended to Orisga in i890 or more than <0 yeurs ago. We do not claim that 
the Bengal 'l enancy Act* in all its details is suited tothe evnditions of Orissa, 
This present Bill is « sufficient proof to the contrary ; but we do, claim that 
when any one contends that any particular provision of the Bengal Tenancy 
Act* which has been in force in Orissa for over 20 years is found unsuitable to- 
the conditions of Orissa, the burden of proof lies on him to make out a case. 
This is the principle which has been consistently adopted in dealing with’ this. 
Bill. I think my hon’ble friend Mr, Maddox will bear me ont when I say 
that his original draft Bill was subjected to scrutiny on this principle, and 
think it is only fair therefore that the same principle should be upplied to the 
amendments brought forward by the non-official members. . Bw ihe S ahi 

. Now in regard to the particular amendment, the Hon’ble Mover has said. 
that there {nay be a possible misapprehension on the part of the Civil Courts 
as to the meaning of this sub-clause. Now the answer to that is, 1 think, that —

tenant exceeds 33 acres the tenant shall be presumed to be a tenure-holder 

until the contrary is shown.’ It is rather a technical point and I must try 

. my best to explain it to the Council The word ‘holding’ is defined in sub- 
clause /8) of clause 5 as a parcel or parcels of land held by a raiyat, Lt is clear 
therefore that it would be a contradiction in terms to say that where the area 
of a holding exceeds 3 acres the tenant shall be presumed to be a tenure-holder. 
Tf a man has a holding he cannot be a tevure-holder, but must be a raiyat. 
The Hon’ble Member's motion would therefore destroy the fundamental 
distinction | etween a tenure and a holding.

The Howble Mr. H. McPurrson said:— 


p “May I, Sir, supplement what has been said by the Ho:’ble Mr. Kerr? I 
would draw the attention of the Council to one point only. ‘When a general 
principle of law has been embodied in the Bengal Teuaney Act* and we 
make any modification of language in tle corresponding section of the Orissa 
Tenancy Act, the inference to be drawn is that the alteration was intentional, 
and we may thus cause confusion by deviations of language. If the words ‘ of 
the holding’ are introdueed in the Orissa Bill the Courts may inquire why 
they were omitted fromthe !sengul Tenancy Act* [Tie inference might 
possibly be that inthe Bengal Tenancy Act.* tne ‘area held by a tenant’ 
included more than the lund held in one single tenancy. That is the sort ‘of 
danger to which I wish to draw the attention of the Council. We had better 
leave it as it is than tinker at the language that is v-ed in the Bergal ‘Tenancy 
Act.” 


The Hon'ble Basu Buurenpra Natu Basu said :—

The 
words ‘ exceeds thirty-three acres’ in this clause presuppose that so long as 
the holding does not exceed that quantity of land it remains a compact 
holding in the same estate under the same proprietor, but as svon as it exceeds 
that quantity it becomes a tenure, and the tenure-holder can assert his right 
as such if he has 75 bighas in Bengal and 25 bighas in Kujang. This, L 
believe, is not the intention of the Bill, and as the sub-clause, as it stands 
is vague, 1 move that the words ‘in the same estate’ be added in order to 
make the meaning clear.” 


The Hon’ble Mr. Kerr said :— 


“Sir, I beg to oppose this motion on the same ground as | have already 
explained in connection with the last amendment that it is undesirable to allow 
a departure from the provision of the law which has worked in Orissa for . 
nearly a quarter of a century. 


‘The Hon’ble Member asks us to provide that where the area held by a 
tenant in the same estate exceeds 33 acres, the tenant shall be presumed to be 
a tenure-holder until the contrary is shown. Now the estate is the unit 
responsible for the payment of Government revenue, it is the unit which is 

‘ecdégnised for this purpose in the Land Registration Act* and in the Partition 
Actt ; but while it is suitable enough for the object for which it is intended 
it is unsuitable for any other purpose and particularly for the purposes of tenancy 
law. Orissa is a country with small proprietors and the sub-division of the 
estates owing to the operation of the laws in force is a growing evil; but this is 
not the whole truth. There are also very large estates and the large estates in 
Orissa aré represented in this Council by the Hon'ble Maharajadhiraja Bahadur 
of Burdwan, the Hon’ble the Kaja of Kanika and the Hon'ble Mover of this 
ameridmont, An estate therefore may comprise a few acres of land ina 
yc it may comprise a pargana or killa consisting of hundreds of villages. 

e term ‘ estate ’ has therefore no relevance to any considerations Which apply 
when we vome to deal with tenancies.

Now 15 years is. generally, speaking, the perio within which the rents of 
occupancy raiyats cannot altered, and 1t is logical therefore that the same 
period should apply in the case of the rents of tenure-holders. In the partis 
cular amendment which is now before the Council the Hon’ble Mr. Das 
proposes that where a tenure-holder’s rent has been fixed by contract between 
the. parties, it should be open to the Courts to raise thut rent as frequently 
as it pleases. It seems to me that this proposal is not only undesirable for the 
reasons which I have already given, but also unnecessary.

duced into the Bengal Tenancy Act* for the first time, Before section 22 of 
the bengal Tenancy Act* relating to transfer of occupancy-right to a sole or — 
a co-pfoprietor was introduced into Orissa, either a sole or 4 _ ¢0-proprietor ag 
acquiring such rights by purchase either by voluntary or at court sale could ,

The Hon’ble Mr. Das said :— 


“Of course we have always to face the rock of the Bengal Tenancy Act,* 
which has sheltered the settlement officer, But then there are peculiar 
circumstances. First of all the circumstance that up to the time that the 
Bengal Tenancy Act* was introduced for the purpose of revenue settlement, the 
zamindars did buy rights of occupancy wholesale and did enjoy them. Then 
we must take into account the fact that the zamindars of Orissa are not the 
zamindars of Bengal, The Hon’ble Member in charge of the Bill has 
mentioned that there are zamindars who are the masters and proprietors of a 
few bighas of land. This is perhaps worse than misfortune itself. Then we 
must take into consideration that Orissa is a place which is often exposed to 
floods. The floods come in and deposit sands on lands and very often the nij-jode 
lands of the zamindar is covered with sand. I brought to the notice of the 
Hon’ble Member in charge of the Bill the fact that 1 know of a certain zamindar, @ 
who is said to own 3,000 acres of nij-jo/s land, out of which 1,000 acres are 
unfit for cultivation. Now the consequence is while nature has been trying and — 
while persisting in her course to deprive the zamindar of his private lands, 
‘the Bill as it stands before us defines the limits of these private lands. The — 
question is, is not the zamindar entitled to any kind treatment different from 
what is accorded to the zamindur in Bengal? The Hon’ble Member incharge — 
of the Bill, when introducing the Bill, said for these reasons they have bean y 
deemed entitled to some considerate treatment. I suggested to the Hon ; 
Member in charge to ullow the zamindar, in cases where his private land — 
is covered with sand, to buy up land, in exclusion of the tenant, and actually — 
take so much of this land as private land as his original private land as had — 
been covered with sand, so that actually the zamindar might feel that Govern. _ 
ment has ‘given him so much private land.

‘The Hon’ble Rat Barkanrua Narn Sen Banapur said :— 


“Clause 21 embodies the law as it stands in Bengal at the present — 
moment under the Bengal Tenancy Act.* It is based upon the doctrine of 
merger. ‘Ihe principle has been discussed since the Bengal Tenancy Act * 
came into operation in many cases. The well known bungle of rights in 
connection with laws may be infrequent. I have no personal knowledge of 
the position of the Orissa landlords, nor of the position of the tenants. 
The question is whether the Orissa landlords or the Orissa tenants are 
entitled to a differential consideration, There are only two aspects to be 
considered, whether such union of interests or bundle of rights is rare or fre- 
‘quent. If they are rare, then | should say that the provision is based upon the 
sound principle of merger. ‘I'he difficulty would not be appreciably felt 
by them. If such unions are frequent, protection would have to be given to 
the tenants—actual agriculturists. That is the view I take of the principle 
embodied in this section, and I regret that 1 cannot support my friend in his 
‘amendment.—” 


The Hon’ble Mr. Kure said :— 


‘Sir, the section which we are now considering is a somewhat complicated 
-one, but its object is clear enough, and it is not necessary to go into the law* 
of merger in order to understand it. It isto discourage the acquisition of 
occupancy-rights by landlords. This policy of Government has always 
been. recognised. It was definitely stated in 1885, It was re-stated in 1907 
when this section was amended, and I am very glad to have an oppor-, 
tunity of re-stating it today. It has also been recognised in decisions of

‘The Hon'ble Rat Barxanra Natu Sen Banapur said:— 


* I beg tosupport the amendment. The apprehensions entertained by the 
Hon'ble Member in charge of the Bill that there would be prospective loss to 
wo-sharers on account of their not being able to enhance the rent*and the 
retention of the right of occupancy of the holding of the co-sharer as a 
mukarrari holding are not well founded, Now, iu the first place, if there be 
several shareholders, in thu‘ case no enhancement under the law can be allowed 
unless that co-sharer also joins in suing for the enhancement. Practically, 
in the event of there being several co-sharers in an estate, the right of 
occupnucy would be perfectly safe against enhancement, and, with regard 
to the prospective loss, the chances of an enhancement would be very rare, 
but disputes amongst sharers would always be certain. When one sharer 
‘makes a purchase the other sharers do not agree with him, and he might 
be compelled by the other sharers to let out the land to the tenants. 
So, considering the evils on both sides, perhaps there would be lesser 
evils in accepting the previous rent as a tair standard rent, instead of 
leaving the matter to be disputed on every occasion, and having to consider 
the rent at the time of the transfer. And by applying the principles of this 
® Act regulating the rent it would be the lesser evil in accepting the amendment 
and in fixing the rent which was payable at the time of transfer as fair aud 
Gequitable.” 


The Hon’ble Mr. H, McPuerson said: —

The Hon’ble Mr. Kerr eaid:— 


‘The effect of the Hon’ble Member’s amendment would be to mak i 
of a landlord’s title a ground for ejectment in the case of an flee 
L can see no justification for such a very severe punishment being inflicted, 
The Hon’ble Member says that this is the law at present in force in Orissa 
This is the first time I have heard a statement to that effect, and I very much 
doubt whether the Hon’ble Member has correctly apprehended the existing 
lawin Orissa. But if he is correct, I have no hesitation whatever in saying that 
the law ought to be altered, 1 must again remind the Council of the conditions 
prevailing in Orissa and in many other parts of the country owing to the 
subdivision of proprietary rights. The minute subdivisions which occur often 
make it extremely difficult to say what particular individual has the proprietary 
right in any particular bit of land. Cases are brought about this’ in the 
Collector's Land Registration Court. They go on appeal to the Commissioner 
and the Board and then they often come up again in the Civil Courts with 
ens to the High Court and sometimes to the Privy Council. The result is 

t the question of the proprietorship of a particular bit of sland is often a 
matter of doubt for several years. During that period great. pressure is 
ut to bear on the raiyats by the contending parties that one of those 
parties should be recognised as the landlord. It may, of course, be said that the 
raiyat ovght to say, “1 do not know which of you is my landlord, I will 
deposit my rent in Court and leave the Courts to decide to whom it is 
due,” but unfortunately very few raiyats in this country have suflicient 
intelligence or independence to take an action of this kind. Usually the 
raiyat is forced by pressure in his village and often by physical force to pay 
his rent to one or other of the contending parties, ‘lhe result is that be must 
gery that any of the other contending parties is his landlord, because a raiyat 
too poor to be able to enjoy the luxury of paying his rent twice over. Now 
if it turned out in the end after many years of litigation that the raiyat had 
paid his rent to the wrong man he wou d be liable, under the Hon’ble Member's 
amendment, to ejectment for disclaiming his landlord’s title.

of the Bengal Tenancy Act.* It is one of the grievances of the landlords that 
the Bengal Tenancy Act provisions have deprived them of advantages which 
the old law had conferred upon them. The result is that the landlords become 
burdened with heavy lists of arrears. The cost. of collection is estimated at 
16 per cent. and of litigation at 2 per cent. by Mr. Maddox, who-estimates that, 
in a vast majority of cases, the net collections should not be less than 80 per 
cent, of the mufassil demand and that 70 per cent. at the minimum comes to 
the proprietor’s pocket (vide Volume I, page 245’. Vhe margin of profit 
left to them after paying the Government revenue varies from 40 to 50 per 
cent, Sod it can well be imagined what comes to the proprietor’s pocket after 
all these expenses are deducted. Hence it is that a large number of estates 
fall into arrears every ‘ist and are brought to sale. It is then that the land- 
lords are at their wit’s end to pay thea up. ‘They have'to borrow at large 
rates of interest and have to pay heavy penalties to save their estates from 
being sold up, while tho sunset law hangs like Democle’s sword over the 
heads of landlords, no measures have been provided in the Bill to afford faci- 
lities for prompt collection of their rents. The remedy provided is cumbrous 
and they have to wait long till the arrears are realized through Court. Even 
then all the money paid is not realized. There are several items of expendi- 
ture incidental to litigation which cannot be recovered from the tenants. 
Under such circumstances it would only be fair that the failure to pay should 
be made a ground of ejectment as in the old law. There is no danger of the 
tenants being subjected to ejectment. Even when the old law was in force 
there were hardly any ejectments, if at all, on this ground, Besides, under the 
present law (section 63) even a non-occupancy-raiyat cannot be sammarily 
ejected, although failure to pay arrears is one of the grounds of ejectment in 
their case, ‘hey cannot be ejected if they pay the decretal amount within 
15 days. I have proposed in the case of an occupancy-raiyat that he will not 
be ejected, if he pays the decretal amount within thirty days, While the 
Government is anxious to protect the rights of the tenants, it is only fair to 
in return that the landlord’s interest, which is only closely bound up with the 
interest of Government in the prompt realization of its demand, should be 
safeguarded.” 


The Hon’ble Mr. Das said :— 


“‘ We haye been told that the Bengal Tenancy Act* has been here for so 
many years and that it nas stood the test for so many years, It sounds like 
this, ‘(I say that section 78 of Act 10 of 1859 has-worked satisfactorily for 
so many years. ‘Why kill it as a reward for a thing that has worked satisfac- 
torily and replace it by another because it is not wanted. We must do’ away 
with the old things'and have new things. Then the very fact that this pro- 

1 comes from the zamindars, shows that they are not anxious to get rid of 
the raiyat. All that they have is an additional lever, a little more screw to 
waken up a raiyat to pay his debts, The Privy Council in one of their judg: 
ments said that the trouble begins witi the decree-holder when he gets the 
deeree. It.is in execution of the decree that the judgment-debtor always has 
ample opportunities of evading the pursuit ofjthe decree-holder. The work of 
execution in the matter of decrees is not exactly so easy as the work of the 
executioners Secondly, Sir, all that is needed is, if the tenant understands that 
he can be evicted he will be driven to the necessity of borrowing rnonpy. The

The Hon’ble Babu Buurenpra Naru Basu said :— 


“This is taking away from the occupancy-tenant a right which he pos- 
sesses. If my friend’s amendment is carried what is the effeer? The effect 
will be that the oceupancy-raiyat may be ejected when he has failed to pay 
rent either wholly or partly for three successive years. The zamindar has 
got the damage, provisionally 25 per cent. He has got the right to sell up 
tha holding in execution of his decree. He has got certain specific provisions 
under which the occupancy-tenant may be ejected. If he also geté this; 
then Isay that the occupancy-right becomes a mere name and practically 
no protection will be leftto the tenant. So far as this right is concerned we 
have not had much difficulty in dealing with it in Bengal, and Ido not 
suppose there will be much difficulty in Orissa. ‘The zamindar has got powers 
enough to enforce payments of his rent. 


«1 do submit that the Sunset law is a hatd law so far as the zimindar 
is concerned.

The Hon’ble- Mr. Kerr said :—

we all know that such threats have a way passing into action. This Bill, like 
the Bengal Tenancy Act,* provides ample means fora landlord to recover 
arreats of rent; and if the raiyat on being sued does not pay up the 
amgunt of the decree given against him, his holding can be sold up in 
execution of that decree. I submit that this provision is ample and that 
are no grounds for allowing a landlord to eject his raiyat summaril)s, 
because he has not paid his rent for*three years. Such cases, in my 
perience, are very rare and nearly always due to some special cause.

“Buflicient experience of the working of the Settlement in commutation 
proceedings, and the experience which I had on account ofemy appearing 
sometimes for the tenants and sometimes for the landlords in commutation pro-- 
ceedings at the last stage of appeal, has obliged me to bring this motion, In 
Bihar, these commutation proceedings done by the Settlement Officer have not 
been received with any amount of satisfaction either by the landlord or by the. 
tenants, Now one of the difficulties which has generally been felt in appeal is» 
that after these Assistant Settlement Officers have commuted rents, appeals are 
filed and appeals are heard some time after the camps of these officers are 
removed to other places in other districts. If on appeal it is found n 
to reniand the case for further inquiry, it is made over to some subordinate 
officer present in the district during some other works, and this is done only. 
in very rare and exceptional cases, and the result is that the appellate court. 
cannot remand the case; and upon the materials however insufficient they may 
on record the appeals are disp»sed of Then again these Settlement 
fieers. generally go by the old routine; they disbelieve collection papers 
produced by the zamindars, they disbelieve receipts peg cer by the tenants, 
they also de not attach any value to the returns filed by the zamindars or 
tenants. ‘they record evidence of two or three men on each side, hear argu- 
ments, then go out to make a local inspection of the fields generally, rather 
mostly at a time when there are no crops standing on the lands, prepare classi- 
fieation of braoli lands by standing on a few alangs only, find out the rentals 
from survey record-of-rights of same naktdi lands in that village or in the 
vicinity. and on his sweet will without any evidence from any party styles those 
nakdi lands as similar in quality with biol’ lands under commutation, and 
it is upon the basis of this classification that rents have been commuted in 
# very large majority of cases, The number of cases in the hands of these 
Settlement Officers, the manifold work which they have to do, the amount of 
of work which they are required to show to their superior officer, tieir stay 
in the camp for a very short and limitod period, compel these officers to dispose 
~~ of such important pert like commutation proceedings in a very unsutisfacto: 
way. I have come to know of goud many instances when the parties or their 
legal agents were unaware of classification of the bhacli lands, and the 
ection of a few plots of nakdi lands on the ground of their being similar 
in quality and description with bhaoli lands even up to the time that the 
judgment was delivered. The parties ere never given any opportunity of 
scrutinizing the classification of d/aoli lands on the statement of which they 
prepare similar nakdi lands. In appeal the appellate court turns round and 
says: ‘My Settlement Officer has selected such lands as being of similar 
description and quality. How can you show me that it is ineorrect,” As 
the mutter stands we ean never succeed on this point, I ask you, Sir, is this 
the fair way of proceeding with commutation cases? 1s this proceeding which — 
makes a permanent change from bhaoli into naé/i so lightly to be treated 2? — 


« The result ot this unsatisfactory method of doi yn commuta fo 8 
proceedings has been in some cases very hard upon the lords, and 
others upon the tenants. The proceedings have created much dissatisfactic 
in Bihar. Iam unaware of Bengal; how it has worked there, it is for the 
members from Bengal to say. 


The experfence which I gathered in Bihar about these commutation 
proceedings done by the Settlement Officers has compelled me to bring ' 
amendment, and I hope this Council will pause to consider over i oe 
and dévide the reasonableness or otherwise of my motion. Unfortanatel

“Tt is very difficult to support the amendment after what has fallen from 
the Hon’ble Mr. Macpherson, I have some experience of commutation pro- 
ceedings, and I feel no hesitation in supporting my friend the Honble 
Mr. Fakhr-ud-din’s amendment. It is quite possible, as the Hon’ble Mr. Mac- 
pherson says, that the records kept by the Collector or the Subdivisional Officer 
are not so very full as those kept bysthe Settlement Officer, but I do not think 
that he will deny that these Settlement (Officers do not command the same 
oo of confidence as the Collector or Subdivisional Officer does, and pro- 

“sf because the Collectur or Subdivisional Officer thinks that he has the® 
confidence of the parties before him, and that more or less his decisions are 
ted, he is careless in keeping the records and they are not kept so care- 
fully as they would otherwise be if he had to deal with these cases in a person- 
al capacity.

The provision 
with which we are dealing is one which enables the landlord to bar the accrual 
of oeeupancy rights in what are called cope rte private lands, Surely, Sir, 
if the landlord desires to bar the accrual of oceupancy rights which, under the 
principles of the Bill, are the elementary rights of every raiyat, we ought to 
‘expect him to take a little trouble to put it on record that he is desirous of 
barring the application of the ordinary Jaw to a tenant. These words have been 
in force in a law for many years since, I think, the Act of 1859, and so far 
as I know. there bave been no complaints that they hive worked unfairly, 
‘The Hon’ble Mr. Das says that friendly relations between the -landlord 
and tenant have been existing for many years, but others migit like to put

GOVERNMENT OF INDIA. 
LEGISLATIVE DEPARTMENT. 


The following Act of the Governor General 
of India in Council received the assent of the 
Governor General on the 26th March 1912, and 
is hereby promulgated for general information :—
